Why Not a Bonk of Alberta? 

The banking business is booming in Canada. 
There are eight main banks chartered by the federal 
government and operating under the provisions of 
the Bank Act. Five of these are nation-wide institu¬ 
tions. Branch bank offices of chartered banks in 
Canada numbered around 5,225. 

Then there is the Bank of Canada, government- 
owned, which is charged with the responsibility of 
regulating credit and currency in the best interests 
of the economic life of the Dominion. 

Now J. E. Coyne, a former governor of the Bank 
of Canada, is busy organizing a bank for Western 
Canada. Then the British Columbia government is 
interested in the launching of a bank in that pro¬ 
vince. Premier Bennett expects it will be named the 
Bank of British Columbia. 

In Alberta we have the government-owned Trea¬ 
sury Branches which carry on banking business in 
the same manner as do the other banks. 

As the Alberta government is friendly to the 
free enterprise system it might consider a proposal 
to invite public participation in the capital structure 
of the Treasury Branches. In that way a Bank of 
Alberta could be established with excellent prospects 
for expansion. 

We do not want J. E. Coyne or British Columbia 
to get ahead of Alberta.

VITAMIN “A” 
FOR CALF SCOURS 


J. J. Kallal, Livestock Fieldman 
with the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, advises cattlemen to 
consider feeding vitamin A to their 
pregnant cows at least a month 
and preterably even three months 
prior to calving and for a few 
weeks after they have calved. 

According to n prominent Mon¬ 
tana nutritionist, quoted by Mr. 
Kallal, calf scours are practically 
eliminated when cows are fed large 
amounts of vitamin A before and 
after calving. It was also found 
That treaimem Tor scours was 
more effective in the few cases 
which did occur. 

This nutritionist says vitamin A 
is required in greater amounts to 
prevent calf scours than it is for 
reproduction. Even though alfalfa 
is a good source of carotene, cat¬ 
tlemen cannot depend upon rough- 
ages for an adequate amount un¬ 
less they have a feed analysis. 

The amount of vitamin A re¬ 
commended for each cow is 20,000 
units per day for a month or more 
prior to calving and up to 50,000 
units per day for a few weeks 
after calving if scours have been 
a problem in the herd. 

Another situation which contri¬ 
butes to calf scours, according to 
Mr. Kailal’s nutritional authority, 
is the presence of nitrates in the 
feed or water. More than 50 per 
cent of the roughages analyzed in 
his area showed between 0.2 and 
0.4 per cent nitrate. Although this 
is not a toxic level for cows, it 
may affect their carotene or vita¬ 
min A absorption rate. For this
